Here are rules for’ safe use of 
insecticides suggested by the Na- 
tional Safety Council and National 
Agricultural Chemicals Associa- 
tion; | 

First, read the label on the pes- 
ticide container. Follow instruc- 
tions and heed all cautions. | 

Second, store pesticides where 
children, pets and ‘irresponsible 
people can’t get into them. A good 
way is to keep them in a locked 
shed or closet, away. from food and 
feed. 

Third, keep pesticides in their 
original, labeled containers. This 


tainer will know what it contains. 

Fourth, dispose of empty con- 
tainers promptly and in a way 
that will pose no hazard to hu-
